It is meant by thei: Religion,which being of a coun- 
rerfeir ſtampe, is bur a ſ#perficres, faire withour, but drofſe 
within ; for inſtead of worſhipping the living God, they 
adore a dead Idol of gold, and ſometimes of wood and 
ſtone : ſome of them allo worſhip the Sun, the Moone,and 
the Statres ; ſome pur their truſt in their Coyne, ſaying, 
with the couetous miſer, Pecunia ommia poteſt : I pray God 
too many of thoſe Idolaters be not amongſt vs; nay, ſome 
worſhip the Deuill himſelfe. 
We reade in the 2.Kzng.16.3. That Ahaz K:ng of Ieru- 
falem made his ſome to goe thorow the fire, after the abhomi- 
z#ations of the Heather, as a Sacrifice to the Idol Molech. 
Allo, in the 2.Kzzgs 21. Itis ſaid of Manaſſeth, that he 
built the high places which Hezeliah his father had deſfroied, 
and he erefled vp Altars for Baal, and made a groue as did A- 


' hab King of Iſrael, and worſhipped all the hoaft of Heauen,ond 


ferued them. 


Andas in thoſe times,they worſhipped the Gods of their Na-

needes no other touchſtene, it ſhewes both inſide and outs. 
fide, that in :eſpe& thereof it is baſe and vilee, and as dure 
and droffe to pure gold, as a pibble-ſtone to a pretious Di- 
amond. 

If we diligently peruſe the Scriprures,we ſhall findethar 
Idolatrie is forbidden 500. times in the New and Old Te- 
ſtament with ſeuere puniſhments : And God himſelfe for 
the vilde wickedneſſe and abhomination thereof, hath pro- 
nounced thar the entiſers of Idolatrie ſeeme they neuer ſo holy 
ſhould be ſlaine, Dent.13.5.

17. from 2.verſe ro 8. alſo 29: fram rhe 18.to the laſt verſe, 
alſo 30.17.18. Revel.21.8.

The Apoſtle Pal alfo writing to the Eph.4.17.18.19. ex- 
horteth them that they will not walke as other Gentzles,in va- 
zity of their minde, hauing their cogitation darkened, and be- 
ng ſtrangers fromthe life of God, through the ignorance that 
# in them. becau(e of the hardnſſe of their hearts,&46. A 
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And it may be truely applied vnto them that is ſpoken 
by 1/a-che Prophet cap.59-10- They grope for the wall like the 
bliade , and as one without eies, they ſtumble in the noone-day, 
as in tbe twilight, aad they are in ſolutaric places as dead 
Men.

For the profeſſion of the true 
Goſpell of Ieſus Chriſt, is oftentimes ecclipſed in them by 
the darke cloudy meetings, and mixture of Herefies of 0- 
thers, among whom they luc,ſo that it doth not ſhine with 
his perfe& light, eſpecially among ſuch as either refuſe to 
heare the Goſpell of Chritt at all, or elſe if they heare it, 
they will peruert it, and make rhe conſtruftion thereof ac- 
cording to their owne fantaſies. So theſe vngodly people 
are compared to vnder-buthes, that hinder the propagati- 
onof Gods holy word, and the growing and proſpering of 
the fruits of the Spirit. 

And they are like to the Phariſes,that neither would be- 
licue the Goſpell themſclues, nor ſuffer others to belicue, 
Math.23.13. Add like to the Tewes ſpoken of in the 17+ 
Chapter of the Ads of the Apoſtles, where Paul being in 
Theffalonica, (as his manner was ) went into their Syna- 
gogue,opening and alleadging, that Chriſt muſt haue ſuffe- 
red and riſen againe from the dead, and ſome belicued , bur 
the Iewes which belieucd not,tooke vnto them certaineva- 
gabonds, and wicked fellowes , and made atumulr in the 
Citie, and would haue brought Paul out to the people.

Bur that is not all rhe hurt they doe, ro be vnfruirfull in 
themſclues, for the nature of ſuch bryars and thornes is to 
make the ground barren round about where rhey grow, 
and to hinder the growrh of any thing, that isneere there-

And they may be ſaid ro be wilde Trees, which haue nor 
the knowledge of truth grafted in their hearts, of which 
there are too many inthar place,andthoſe of leueral Sets, 
ſothatitis now withthe good Proteſtant in that place, as ir 
was with the Children of Iſraell, who being bur one people 
in thcir journey to the Land of promiſe , met with diuers 
Nations thar reſiſted them ; & being there is bur one truth, 
which the Proteſtants profefſe, there they are much cum- 
bred and troubled with many hoaſtes of Errors, bur as the 
Lord cuer gaue the Conqueſtto the Iſraclites, ſono doubr 
he will beto the Proreſtants.

Burit fals out ſometimes, that thoſe weedes onely which 
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being neere the ground amongſt good hearbes are nor fo 
eaſily diſcerned, ſo is it with Sets, which if they once grow 
yp and ſhed their ſeede,they cannot be clenſed, rhey multi- 
ply ſo faſt, and grow ſo thick, rhat commonly they ouer- 
grow the good Religion. And likewiſe in goodly fruirfull 
Orchards, where trees ate peſtered thick together, the bad 
rrees that are vnfruitfull, binder the proſpering of rhe good 
crees, that they cannot be ſo fruirfull as otherwiſe they 
might be. Euen fo, is it with the good and found Religion 
of the Goſpell , amongſt other wicked Sets and diuthons 
of opinions. Burif laborers were purpoſely appointed for 
the one, and ſubordinate Miniſters for the other (becauſe 
the eie of the Magiſtrate cannor ſeeall) both the one, and 
the other, might be freed from theſe great inconueniences: 


For thoſe Trees properly are made to burne, 
As ſome to build, and ſome for other turne. 

The vſe of Trees is diuers, according to their natures; 
ſome are for timber and building as we read, 1.K7g.5-56+ 
And behold (faith Salomon) I purpoſe to build an houſe vnto 
& the name of my Lord my God. Now therefore command that 
they hew me Cedar trees out of Lebanon : Of ſuch trees, thatis, 
of the faithfull , God hath beautifully built his Church 
militant heere on earth Yea are Gods husbandrie, and Gods 
building,x.Co7.3.9, Now as concerning Thornes and Bryars, 
that is,the wicked, they were-from the beginning ordained | 
for the fire.

Studic(fairhhe)to fhew thy felfe approued un- 
to God, a workeman that needeth not be aſhamed deniding the 
word of truth aright. But the words of that holy Apoſtle, 
r.Tim.4-1.2.3. are truely verifide inthe Pope and his Mini- 
ſters. Now the ſpirit ſpeaketh euidently, That 2 the latter

This falſe Do&rine brought in by the Rope and his Prieſts 
hath wrought many ſe&s, opinions and diuifions in this our 
true Catholike-Church, and by that meanes,many doubrs, 
queſtions and controuerſies did ariſe, which are compared 
to Agues, Palſies, and Megrims, and are as greata blemiſh 


to the true faith inTeſus Chriſt, as a {curffe or ſcab is to a na- * 


turall mans body. For this cauſe faith Saint Paul, 1.Cor.11. * 


30. Many are ſich and weake among you, aud many ſleepe, that 
3s, they died or be dead. 


The cauſe of ſichneſſes they dielnot now, 
For 10 1141 of the Grapes ſMſpition had. 
The Pope and his Prieſts will ay thar they are the people 
of God, makea faire ourward ſhew of fanQitie in words, 
burnot in Action, for they abuſe Gods name, and colour it 
with ſhadow of I tocloake rheir hypocrifie. The 
Prophet Micah 3-11-ſpeaking of the heads of the houſe of 
Taakob and the Princes of the houſe of Ifraell, figureth our 
plainely the ſtate of Rome:ſaying, They abhorre zudgement, 
and peruert all equitie. They build vp Zion with blood, and 1e 
ruſalem with iniquitie,(that is,they build them houſes by bri- 
bery)Tbe heads thereof indge for rewards,and the Prieſts there- 
of teach for hire, and the Prophets thereof propheſie for money, 
yet will they leane vpon the Lord,and ſay,is not the Lord amongſt 
vs ? 10 enill can comevponus : Which hypocrifie being thus 


cloaked with Religion,isthe more free from ſuſpition of the 


people. 
By this 1 got at ending of their daies, 
All that they bad for Roſemary and Bayes, 
The filly people were taught ſuch blinde deuotion, tha 
norwithſtanding their daily offerings to Idols, which came 
tothe vic of rhe Prieſts, and whereby they grew exceeding 
rich, commonly at the time of their deaths, they would be- 
queathall, or the greateſt part of their ſubſtance ro maſling 
Prieſts, for maintenance of lights, obirs; and prayereiig

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their ſoules, perſwading themſclues verily thatthey ſhould 
neuer be ſaued without ſuch fond babling, and ſo the whole- 
Kingdome almoſt came into the hangs of the Church-men, 
So thoſe Dirges are alluded to a little Roſcmary and Baies, 
as toathing of no valueor reſpe&, butthey are hardly ſo 
good, for indeed the Roſemarie and Baies is a decent orna- 
mentfor the corps when it is carried to the graue,but as for 
the ſongs and prayers andrtheir feighned power to doe the 
ſoule of the dead any good, or tobe any ornament rhere- 
vnto, there isno true Chriſtian but will hold him a very 
ſimple vnderſtanding man that imagines it. For as a man 
dieth,ſo ſhallhe come to judgement. Eccleſ-11.3. 1f the tree 
doe fall toward the South or toward the North,in the place that 
the tree, falleth there it ſhall be.

19. Atlength my diuellſh purpoſe was deſcried 
By one that vomited a poyſoned Grape, 
By reaſon of an Antidote applied, | 
The whole circumſtance heereof is largely and t:ely re- 
corded in the booke of the Martyrs of the kingdome of 
England,among the memorials and afts done in the time of 
the Reigne of King Henry the eight, to which for breuitie 
the Reader ſhall be referred. Thus much onely may be 
ſaid, Tharir pleaſed thz Lord to illuminate the vnderſtan- 
ding of thatrenowned,vertuous and well affeed king with 
thelighr ofhis cruth, whereby he diſcerned the hypocrifie 
of the Pope and his miniſters,” And then cauſed the Bible to 
be printed in Engliſh, andthe glorious Goſpell of Chriſt 
Ieſusto be truely preached, and fo the whole kingdome was 
plentifully fed with the heauenly and ſpirituall foode of the 
 Soule, which thatfamous and blefſed King hauing recets 
ued and digeſted, it was to him as a preſeruatiue, or an An-

1f 
any man come to me and hate not his Father and Mother,and 
wife and Children, and Brethren and Siſters, yea, and his owne 
life alſo (tharis, he thar caſteth nor off all affeRions and de- 


fires which'draw vs from Chriſt) canmot be my Diſciple, And - 


rhe gouernmenrt of the Church being ſerled according to 
the profeſſion now vied, the Pope was not onely iuſtly de- 
priued of his Supremacie,bur his authoritic and traditions 
were quite aboliſhed our of the kingdome, his Miniſters 
put bo fences religious or rather irreligious houſes(as 
I may rightly terme them) vtrerly defaced,according as rhe 
Lord commanded.

Such wasthe Religionof the Romiſh Carholike ne | 
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thar Religion was heere profeſſed,and ſuch or rather worſe is 
irnow at Rome. 


And I haue cauſed other Weedes to bee 
Set with them, that they may together ſpring, 
And both at one time put into the Preſſe, 
The Grapes and Weedes, to make a mingled meſſe. 

By theſe Weedes is meant the worſhipping of Idols inuo- 
cation of Saints , their rabling repetitions of Pater-Noſlers, 
Ane-Maries and Creedes,their ſuperfluous Sacraments. Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, their obits, lights, and prayers for the dead ; 
the Popes Buls and Pardons, and many other ſuch vaine in- 
uentions which were neuer heard of in the rime of the Apo- 
8 files, nor fince vſed in any Church bur in theirs, neither in- 

_ deedoughtany ſuch tobe vſed, ſeeing the Lord hath forbid- 
denit with his owne mourh, as it is in Det. 22:9. Thou ſhalt 
2ot ſowe thy Vineyard with divers kindes of ſeedes, leaſt thou de- 
file the increaſe of the ſeede which thou haſt ſowed,and the fruit 
of the Vmeyard.

There is a 
conſpwacie of ber Prophets in themids thereof like a Roaring Ly- 
ow rautning the prey, they hauc 7 int ſoules,they bane a_ 
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the Riches and pretions things,they haue made her many widowes - 
in the midſt thereofyher Prieſts haue broken my law and han: deff. 
led mine holy things,they hue put no difference betweene the holy 
and prophane , neither diſcerned betweene the uncleane and the 
eleane, and have hid their eies from my Sabbaths, thatis, they 
haue neglected my ſeruice, azd I am prophancd amongft them.

Of this ſortare they which creepe into houſes, 
and leade capriue ſimple women laden with finnes, and led 
with diuers laſts : And inthe margent of that rexr, they are 
expounded to be Monkes, Friars, and ſuch hypocrites,which 
I alſo meane to be thoſe whomrthe Pope harh retained and

becauſe of the hardneſſe of their hearts. Which example is very 
good for vs to follow, Let vs not walke as the Romiſh Catho- 
likes, for it is with them asit was with the Iſraelites when 
they prouoked the Lord with ſtrange Gods by changing his 
ſeruice for their ſuperſtitions, Dent.32.28.

Vnder the name of Beagles is comprehended all ſubordi- 


nate officers and Miniſters, who are appointed by the ſuperi- 


our powers to hunt out or make inquifition or ſearch for all 
ſlye Recuſants, Papiſts, Ieſuites, Prieſts and fuchlike, who 
cloſely ſneake and infinuate into the boſomes and hearts of 
many well diſpoſed perſons, attempring to extirpate and root 
out their well affe&ed thoughts. 
35- Being ſet on by this quiths-ſented crue, 
The ſecond guard, being buntſ-men, ſoone prepare, 
who make thoſe Swine their boldneſſe for to rue, 
By force of lauelin, Piſtol, Pike, or Speare < 
Whoſe proued ſhields, and vertue of their Armes, 
Them gainſt a thouſand boares, will ſaue from harmes. 


) Aﬀertheſe ſubordinate officers haue found out any ſuch, 


they report to the Iudges and Councell of this Land,who are 
pur in the place of the ſecond Guard,& are likened to hunt(- 
men, becauſe indeede,if the knowledge of ſuch perſons come 
once to their cares, either they doe vtrerly ſubdue them with 
their ſpirituall Armes,ftrong arguments of Religion ; or clſe 
they chaſe them quite our of the Kingdome: whoſe wiſedome 
in this I cannot ſufficiently expreſſe, and whoſe worthineſle I 
want experience to comimend.Only thus much I haue obſer- 
ued in them whichnow ſupply ehoſe eminent places of autho- 
ritie and juſtice, that they haue a warchfull care for the ſup- 
preſſion of all herericall and diabolicall Inuentions that may 
appen to proceede from the fantaſtical deluſions of ſedu- 
ers, and maintenance of ſuchthings as ſhall tend to vertu- 
ous inſtirutions,and are ſo ſufficiently furniſhed with the wea- 
ons of the ſpirit, that a thouſand fooliſh blind Papiſts with 
al their philoſophicall deuices,are not able to preuaile againſt 
he leaſt one of them, whereby is approued the finceritie and 
ruth of their Religion,& the inuincible power thereof, which 
35 it workerh in them vprightneſſe of heart;fo it araierh them 
ith many other vertuous induments, as mildnefle, aſwellto 
DOoOre as rich ; ace jo tabeniages cauſes, aſwell 
or ſtrangers as their friends, ſinceritic in afteRion,lowidnefſe = 
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intheir skill and iudgement, conſtancie in their reſolutions | 
beſides great prudence in politique gouernment, and thatſ: 
which is the true token of a wiſe diſcrete Tudge, to be moref- 

to heare, ſee, and conſider, then to ſpeake or giue iudg -| - 
ment,which ſhould be alſo in cucry perſon of whar degree orf. 
condition ſocuer, ſecing thatnature hath giuen all men :'vo 
eies, two cares,and bur one rongue : To conclude, if any 'a: 
tion ypon the Earth be well ſupplied with a vertuotis Cuun 
cell and vprighr Iudges, this Land may boaſt thereof, ww.uic 
is furniſhed with ſuch as are ſpoken of Exod.18.21. Men of cou 
rage, fearing God, men dealing truely, hating couetouſneſſe, Dent. 
16.18. That iudge the people with righteous tudgement,that wreſt 
zot the Law, nor Yeſpeft any perſon, nor take reward, which blins
